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2. Security in Automatic Data Processing 


/OS gave a 30 minute presentation on Automatic Data Processing 
and its security problems. He noted that the increase in sophistication and speed of 
equipment has forced changes from traditional security concepts of personnel and 
physical security. Equipment is bigger, faster, permits multi-use, permits central- 
ization of information and data, has tremendous storage capacity, and offers random 
and remote access. The problem is one of controlling access by users to only that 
information for which they have a need to know. An internal CIA Computer Security 
Working Group has recently been established in the Office of Security and, with the 
Office of Communications and ORD/DDS&T, is attacking these problems. 

3. Draft Deferment Policy 


Mr. Coffey passed out a recent memo setting forth the DCI’s basic philosophy 
on draft deferments, and he noted that the DCI has adopted a hard line on such deferments. 
Office Heads were requested to review all of their draft eligibles and to identify those 
who should be sponsored for draft deferments by Thursday, 11 July for the DD/S.
